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Tax rate rise 
surprises selectmen 


Wilmington’s tax rates may be 
much higher than was announced 
two weeks ago. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapc- 
zynski shocked the selectmen 
Monday evening, them 
that the rates may be as much as 
70 to 80 cents higher than 
previously announced. 

At the October 12 selectmen’s 
meeting, the tax rates had been 
annunced as $19.86 for residential 
property and $23.59 for com- 
mercial and industrial. 

He said that on doing the tax 
rate recap, there had been some 
pluses and some minuses. He said 
that two factors influenced the 
change. Excise taxes were lower 
than anticipated, due to the

change from $66 per thousand to 
$25 per thousand, brought about 
by Prop. 2%. Also, he said, 
dropping interest rates would 
reduce the projected interest 
income on town funds. 

“Tell Tony (Assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski) he better sharpen 
his pencil, and tell Joyce (Mass. 
Commissioner of Revenue Joyce 
Hampers) to go for the 
judgeship,"”” said Rocco 
DePasquale, chairman of the 
board of selectmen.

A 
little over $186,000 is available for 


the job this year, in state funds, 
under Chapter 90, 

Wilmington appropriated the 
money in town meeting and 
Wilmington will pay the bills, bat 
after that the money will 
reimbursed by the state, after the 
presentation of a bill to the state. 

The Salem Street - Middlesex 
Avenue project is the second such 
Chapter 90 project being done this 
year in Wilmington. 

Earlier this year Burlington 
Avenue was reconstructed and 
pavedfrom Witmington Square to 
the Burlington line using Chapter 
90 funds, The Chapter 90-fun 
this case were “left over” from 
last year. 

Chapter 90 funds are on a dif- 
ferent basis today than they were 
a few years ago.

‘The Wilmington town meeting 
in 1889 had elected by ac- 
clamation, aead man to office. 
That man was the deceased Dr. 
Henry Hiller, 

Next year the town meeting had 
a different idea. Two ladies were 
elected to town office, the first 
time that was ever to occur. 

Women never took part in the 
town meetings. Their town 
meeting station was the church 
across the street where they 
busied themselves in preparing 
the town meeting luncheon. 

But, because of what may have 
been an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance, a lady named Sarah 
R. Parker was elected to the 
school committee, by ballot, and 
France Hiller was elected a 
cemetery commissioner by ac- 
clamation. It may be guessed the 
two ‘ladies were in the town 
meeting when this happened. The 
facts are not really known. 

Mrs. Parker was the wife of 
Selectman Justin Parker, and of 


the former commissioner. His 
name was dropped from the list of 
cemetery commissioners when 
she was elected. 

Serving with her were Edward 
M. Nichols, he who had been 
elected a state tative, 
and Deacon Henry Sheldon. John 
T. Wild, the superintendent of the 
ice houses at Silver Lake soon 
replaced Deacon Sheldon. Wild 


Schamiel’s 


was the basso who sung at the 
funeral of Dr. ‘Hiller. 

France did not accept her office 
as an empty honor. 

The town had some 
land, along Wildwood Street for 
the cemetery, but more was 
needed. France bought more 
land, and offered it to the town. It 
was ac a year later, after 
which she resigned. She had other 
things to do. 

Even before France Hiller had 
become a cemetery com- 
missioner she was pam 
improving and enlarging \d- 
wood Cemetery. She bought trees 
and had them planted. She pur- 
chased loads of loam and fer- 
tilizer for the grassland. 

That leads to a story that could 
be fact, or could be fiction. It is a 
part of the verbal tradition of

‘ilmington. 

Schamiel McIntosh was a son of 
the Capt. George and Mrs. 
Mcintosh who were long time 
friends of the Hiller family. 
Schamiel became a blacksmith 
and established a shop in what is 
now Wi ton » where 
the Church Street Hardware 
stands today. 

Schamiel became friendly with 
Agnes L. Mathinson, a niece of 
France Hiller. It is said she lived 
at the Hiller house for years. Born 
in Gloucester, England, she was 
to become the bride of Schamiel 
on Oct. 3, 1892.

Schamiel became a sort of ad- 
visor to Mrs. Dr. Hiller. On one 
occasion she asked him, the story 
goes, as to the best method Of 
improving the lawns in Wildw 
Cemetery.

to those same accounts, the town 
hall could be located from miles 
away, by the odor. 

The story is hardly acceptable. 
It does say the manure was 
dumped in the town hall yard. To 
dump such material in ‘the 
cemetery, on the lawns to be 
improved, was certainly more 
sensible, and was what probably 
did happen. 

‘The Wilmington French 

The Wilmington of the 1890s 
was not the Wilmington of the 
1870s. New families, from other 
countries were moving into town 
to replace those who had 
emigrated to the western part of 
the country. 

A number of Irish families had 
become a part of Wilmington 
starting in the years before the 
Civil War. And a of people 
from southern Nové Scotia also 


became a part of the town. 

‘The Acadians of southern Nova 
Scotia were descended from the 
French people who moved to that 
area beginning back in 1603, They 
were the compatriots of 
Evangeline of whom the poet 
Longfellow sang. Some of those 
who emigrated to Wilmington in 
those years were descended from 
people who had been transported 
by the British and Colonials in 
1775, to Massachusetts and other 
colonies. 

Probably the earliest of the 
newcomers were Jeremiah and 
Anne D. Doucette, but that is not 
certain. They were living on 
Salem Street in 1870 or earlier, 
where he operated the old Nod 
Mill, and she had a country 
garden, at about the present site 
of the Durkee home. 

Jerry Doutette eventually built 
a new home on Ballardva! 
Street, where great- 
grandchildren live today. He and 
Anne D came from a village 
named Quinnan, which is about 14 
miles east of Yarmouth, and east 
of Eel Brook. 

Because the Doucette family 
lived in the northern part of 
Wilmington they do not figure 
directly in the story of France 
Hiller, but others came from the 
same area, and did have a part in 
the events. 

Rudolph Porter was from Eel 
Brook, a small insignificant 
village. As a boy he worked on a

Stiff opposition to cross-country ski proposal 


A proposal for a cross country 
ski project is defeated, at least 
temporarily. It was made Oc- 
tober 19 in Andover, The site was 
to be in the Harold Parker State 
Forest, off Route 125, between 
Andover and North Reading. 

Over 300 people were at the 
hearing, which was held in the 
Andover Public Library. Of those 
only a few seemed to be in favor. 
The room in which the hearing 
was held is limited to not more 
than 120 persons, and because of 


that the Andover Fire Depart- 
ment decided there were too 
many and the hearing was 
stopped after only 15 minutes. 
Many North Rea residents 
were present, but were 
residents from other towns in- 
cluding Wilmington, The North 
Reading residents were con- 
because of ties of 
increased auto traffic near their 
homes and because streets near 
their home might be blockaded.

Eventually they became known 
as ‘Wilmington Frenchmen.” 

The Babine family, still 
numerous in Wilmington, are 
descended from people who came 
from Eel Brook. A branch of that 
family (in a manner of speaking) 
was the Durkee family, who were 
not French at all, but of Irish 
descent, The Durkee famil 
traces its roots back to an Irisl 
soldier who was captured. by 
Cromwell in 1649 and sold as an 
indentured servant, to the Bar- 
badoes. 

Two brothers, Paul and Pierre 
Surette, came from Eel Brook, to 
live in Wilmington. Paul seems to 
have been the senior of the two, 
and he built a home on Middlesex 
Avenue, near the present Clark 
Street, Pierre came, it seems, at 
a later date. 

Paul farmed in the summer, 
and in the winter he went up into 
New Hampshire to get work 
cutting ice. This went on for 
several years, He and Rudolph 
“Dolph” Porter were the best of 
friends. 

Pierre, when he emigrated, 
changed his name to Peter. He 
got a job as handy man on the 
Hiller estate, and, it seems, lived 
in the coach house.

banks for fish. That smack 
docked one day, in Gloucester. 

‘The year was 1868. Rudopiph 
was 16. He went ashore for a 
walk, and just kept.on walking. 
Eventually he was in Wilmington, 
possibly because of the presence 
of Jerry and Anne D. Maybe there 
were other Acadians in the 
vicinity. 

Others Brook 
followed. 

In the towns of eastern 
Massachusetts are many stories « 
of the villagers of one community 
emigrating td another community 
in the United States. Finnish 
villagers emigrated to Maynard 
and nearby communities. Greeks 
did the same thing to Lowell. In 
North Woburn there was a ‘Little 
Italy" composed entirely of 
emigrants from Casino, north of 
Naples; and a Danish village in 
East Woburn was of people who 
came from Vestervig, in nor- 
thwestern Denmark. 

Wilmington had only one such 
ethnic group, and they came from 
Eel Brook, Nova Scotia, Many of 
the men, in years to come, would 
work in the tannery in North 
Wilmington, and would par- 
ticipate in the town affairs.

~ Send back the bottles; 
not the bottle bill 


One of the hardest-fought questions on the ballot in next 
week's election is Question 4, the bottle bill. 

The history of the bill is a long one, and is interesting. It 
has passed on referendum and has passed the legislature 
twice. Do you remember when Governor King vetoed such 
a bill? He then established a “Commonwealth Conserva- 
tion Corps,” to be funded by bottling interests on a volun- 
tary basis. It was a flop. It did not even begin to provide the 
type of liter control that bottle bills do in other states, 

One interesting reason about why the bottle bill works is 
that it puts together an army of people, many of them 
youngsters, willing to pick up bottles and cans. In a 1975 
campaign against the bottle bill, the bottling interests used 
the slogan “If a $50 fine won't stop a litterbug, a nickle 
deposit never will.’ Even if that slogan were right, it com- 
pletely misses the point. The nickle deposit will pay the 
person who picks up the litter. It also puts the burden of 
paying for litter control on the people who litter and the in- 
terests that make the profits, It takes the burden off pro- 
perty owners and citizens who are sick of picking up litter. 

And what about the claim that the bottle bill will cost 
consumers? Well, exactly who are the ones who will be 
paying? The people who throw away their bottles and cans 
~ that’s right, the litterbugs. Responsible consumers will 
only have to return their bottles and cans, and their money 
will be refunded. 

One tremendous benefit of the bottle bill is the 
psychological boost that comes from believing that yes, 
Massachusetts citizens can lick the litter problem, and 
take back the landscape from the litterbugs. And all it 
takes is a yes vote on Question 4.

The. lot has 10,745 square feet 
and Sullivan told the board that 
the land had been owned by Tom 
Sullivan since the early 1960's. It 
was a “‘leftover” lot after a 
subdivision, and there are many 
homes in the area, Sullivan said, 
on 10,000 square foot lots. The 
same type of home would be built 
as are to be found on Westland 
Drive and there would be just as 
much frontage. 

‘The map problem was disposed 
of by reason of observations made 
by Appeals Board Chairman Bob 


Greenleaf and the discussion then 
turned to the presence of water on 
the lot. 

Wilson told the board that he 
cannot go into the piece of land 
“in the dryest time.” The water, 
if a home were to be built, he said, 
would “go into Westland Drive.” 

That problem, Greenleaf ob- 
served, would be up to the con- 
servation commission. There 
could not be a building permit 
until that commission approves. 

Karl Schanz, a _ nature 
photographer by profession, was 
the second objector. There are, he 
said, “so many springs” on the 
lot. He had spent a lot of money 
clearing out his own lot of land 
from this type of problem. 

Greenleaf, after adjourning the 
hearing, told the members of the 
board of appeals to ‘‘go take a 
look at this property."’ 

The planning board, due to a 
lack of a three member majority 
vote, issued no recommendation 
for the case. Town Planner Lee 
Newman claims there is no true 
hardship because the lot was once 
part of a larger lot that had been 
subdivided off after construction 
of a home. 

Planner George Donovan op- 
posed recommending denial 
while Wilfred Lambert and 
Chairman Joseph Doherty voted 
in favor. Planner Bob Sullivan, 
who is related to Kevin, refrained

Breeding Labs 


adds a swine line 


The Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories have announced an 
agreement with Battelle 
Development Corporation, 
Columbus, Ohio, to purchase its 
entire herd of miniature pigs, 
known as the Hanford Mini- 
Swine. 

This laboratory model, whose 
body weight is less than 100 
pounds at one year of age, was 
first developed in the late 1940's. 
Because of its many similarities 
to bumans - both physiologically 
and anatomically - the miniature 
pig has been used extensively in 
several areas of biomedical 
research.

Tewksbury Selectmen, acting 
as the Board of Public Works, has 
signed a contract with the 
engineering firm of Camp, 
Dresser & McKee for the design 
of a sewer extension on Andover 
Street. The estimated cost for the 
design and construction is about 
$1 million. 

Prior to the inking of the con- 
tract, the selectmen accepted 
from Michael Spidle and Anthony 
Orbi, of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, a check for 
$74,000, to pay for that firm's 
agreed upon share of design 
costs. 

Metropolitan owns large tracts 
of land on Andover Street near 
Route 495. Under an agreement 
passed at the June 22 town 
meeting, Metropolitan and the 
town will share costs for con- 


ewksbury 


structing the sewer line extension 
expected to bring service to 
several homes in the area as well 
as the land owned by the firm. 

The town’s share of the project 
will about $390,000 while 
Metropolitan Life and Tambone 
Corp., who also owns land in the 
area, will contribute some 
$400,000 between them. The rest 
of the funds are expected in state 
grants 

Public Works Superintendent 
Philip Pattison told the selectmen 
that by the year 2000, there should 
be over $100 million worth of high 
technological construction in 
North Tewksbury, as a result of 
the construction of the sewer. 
Pattison feels the construction 
will greatly assist in expanding 
the tax base in Tewksbury and 
result in a lower tax rate for 
residents.

Canal, a model of a canal lock, 
and a shovel actually used to dig 
the canal. 

The Middlesex Canal, which 
included twenty locks and eight 
aqueducts, was one of the 
country’s earliest transportation 
canals and a remarkable 
engineering achievement. After 
completion in 1803, Secretary of 
the Treasury Albert Ballatin 
called it ‘the greatest work of its 
kind which has been completed in 
the United States” 

The Middlesex Canal extended 
27 miles from Charlestown to a 
terminus on the Merrimack River 
at the present day site of Mid- 
dlesex Village in Lowell. In 
Wilmington, there are many 
remains of the canal to be seen, 
including the aqueduct supports 
where the canal crossed the 
Shawsheen River. Other 
remaining features are the tur- 
ning pond at Town Park and the 
“Canal House’ on Shawsheen 
Avenue (a private residence) 
‘There is also a restored portion of 
the canal at Route 129 adjacent to 
the Fred F. Cain railroad bridge. 

The Middlesex Canal exhibit is 
sponsored by the Lowell Museum 
in cooperation with the Lowell 
National Historical Park and the 
Middlesex Canal Association.

‘The kids race them on Saturday in 
Melrose and on Sunday in 
Wakefield” They're a national 
“Fad" and théy're growing more 
bopular every day. They are BMX's. 

BMX (Bicycle Moto-Cross) is a 
sport where kids race twenty inch 
bikes around a closed course con- 
structed of clay and dirt, and set up 
in different designs and layouts. 
This course is a combination of 
straightaways, banked corners, and 
obstacles such as jumps of various 
‘sizes and shapes. 

In addition to boys testing their 
skills on these courses, BMX has 
classes for girls as well. Even adult 
classes are seen at many tracks. The 
ages of these classes are twenty-five 
to thirty-four years. young, and 
thirty-five and over so moms and 
dads can get into the action too. For 
the adults, as well as the larger size 
kids, bikes have been built in twenty- 
four and twenty-six inch versions. 
‘These bikes are Known as cruisers. 

Contrary to popular belief, there 
are no engines or motors of any kind 
used in BMX. These kids rely on 
pedal-power to get them around the 
track. 

BMX has grown so much in the 
past few years it’s incredible.

Once, Halloween with its fright, 
hobgoblins and witches, imagined or 
otherwise, had its romantic aspects.

At least that's the forecast of the US government, some 
of the nation’s leading suppliers of distillate fuel oil, and the 
nation’s oil jobbers. who deliver it. They believe there will 
be adequate supplies of home heating oil this winter. Their 
optimism comes in the face of a cold forecast and low 
inventories. 

“Tt looks real good from a supply and price standpoint,”” 
says David Morehead, director of communications for the 
Washington-based National Oil Jobbers Council,.which re- 
presents independent petroleum marketers. This optimism 
is echoed by Al Linden Jr., deputy administrator of the En- 
ergy Information Administration: ‘*The ingredients are all 


present for adequate sup- 
pete | mies of home heating this 


winter.” 

SCENE | A. W. O'Donnell, vice-

lubricants at Gulf USA, a subsidiary of Gulf Oil, says. 
“We've gone to a lot of pains to make sure our storage tanks 
are full, and we've done everything we can to maximize 
distillate production.”

Gulf, 
which is one of the largest suppliers of home heating oll — 
with 7 to 8 percent of the total market — has even gone so 
far as tobuy éxtra distillate on the open market.

Even if the winter should be worse than expected, Mr. 
Linden says, the additional demand would be easy to meet. 

Chris Smart of Webber Energy in Bangér, Maine, says 
that even though prices have started to rise, he expects 
prices to move up only 5 to 10 cents a gallon. Price will vary 
according to region and state taxes. 

On the New York Mercantile Exchange, futures prices 
for home heating oil have been rising steadily since Sep- 
tember. Tom Waterman, associate editor of the Oil Buyer’s 
Guide, an industry newsletter that tracks prices, says that 
over the past month “‘there have been a tremendous 
amount of rumors about the lack of supplies, and with pre- 
dictions of a severe winter, distillate prices are up about 10 
cents a gallon." 

But be notes that “heating oil distributors are uncon- 
cerned and feel there is an adequate supply." He adds that 
last year, oll jobbers and other secondary suppliers 
overstocked their inventories and got burned. Thus, they 
have been slow to restock. 

One reason for this slowness, he notes, is that distillate 
can be produced quickly. With refineries operating at only 
73 percent of capacity, oll buyers fee! supplies will be avall- 
able even if the winter lives up to the forecasts. Refiners 
Uikewise have been slower than usual in producing distil- 
late, because when they refine crude oll into distillate they 
get 2 gallons of gasoline for every pan ot a distillat 
duced.

Smaller refiners are also optimistic. Robert J. Kutil, 
president of Agway Petroleum Corporation, headquartered

Even with this optimism, some eyebrows have been 
raised because the level of inventories are so low. Accord- 
ing to the American Petroleum Institute's latest report, as 


Within the past 
week, Exxon, Sun, Shell Oil, and Amoco have raised the 
price they will pay for a barrel of crude by $1 a barrel

company points out that the Organization of Petroleum Ex

‘The same source estimates that OPEC will increase pro- 
duction about 2’ million barrels a day this winter, He says, 
“One of the major conclusions we've come to is that in this 
age of excess capacity, there will no longer be big swings in 
inventory."’ Rather, he notes, oll companies will count on 
buying crude from OPEC when they need to refine more 
product. Thus, if there is an extremely cold winter he con- 
cludes that supplies will be ‘tight,” but not short.

‘T'S 10 years and counting since Bobby Fischer won 
the world chess championship from Boris Spassky 
— and incredible as it seems, he hasn't played a 
single tournament or match game in all that time 

What be's been doing during a decade of seclusion is a 
mystery to all but his closest associates. He tives in the Los 
‘Angeles area, but keeps to himself and avoids all contact 
with the news media. Rumors crop up occasionally that he 
has been seen here or there. He reportedly still studies 
chess and plays occasional fast games with his friends. But 
the consensus is that he probably never again will sit down 
at the board for another serious session. 

“For the longest time I thought and hoped he'd come 
back,” sad US Senior co-champion and many-time New 
England titleholder John Curdo of Massachusetts, a close 
observer of the national and international scenes, 

“A chess fanatic like Fischer must have kept up with the 
game," Curdo noted. “He had taken layoffs before, though 
of course nothing like this. And I guess I just didn’t want to 
think be might not come back at all, 

“But it’s been so long that my hope has really dimmed at 
this point,” he conceded as the 10th anniversary of the fam 
ous title match in Reykjavik, Iceland, passed with no opti- 
mistic signs 

It's certainly a strange twist the whole saga has taken 
compared to expectations 10 years ago. Then it was 
Spassky who appgared likely to go into eclipse, while the 
future never had seemed brighter for the first American 
ever to win the official world title 

Fischer was greeted like a conquering hero upon his re- 
turn to New York, and throughout the fall of 1972 he ap- 
peared on magazine covers, national TV shows, etc. Surely 
his victory marked the dawn of a new era of public interest 
tn the game in this country — a chance to give chess the 
stature it has long enjoyed in the Soviet Union and other 
Eastern European nations, There would be lessons on tele- 
vision, more chess in’ the schools, ete. Everybody would 
soon be playing. And of course the new champion would be 
the visible symbol making it all happen — playing in tour 
Aaments, giving lectures and exhibitions, and eventually 
defending his title in another highly publicized match in 
1975 at the end of the prescribed three-year cycle for deter- 


‘mining his challenger. 
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Bobby Fischer: !0 yeors later 


But very little of this ever happened. Fischer made a few 
appearances, then disappeared from view. Meanwhile 
Spassky recovered quickly from his loss and has remained 
among the world’s top players. 

Fischer's behavior is just the latest chapter in a bizarre 
saga that has fascinated the public since he burst upon the 
seene in 1957 by winning the US championship at 14. His 
amazing success at such a young age coupled with his “‘en- 
fant terrible" reputation quickly made him a world-famous 
figure 


‘The brash kid from Brooklyn won five US titles in a row 
while still in his teens, and at 16 reached the Candidates 
‘Tournament to select the world championship challenger 
He did well in that event and a similar one three years later. 
bbut not well enough to win either time. Then came a decade 
of arguments with tournament directors, charges of Soviet 
cheating, and walkouts in the middle of events, climaxed by 
a truly unbelievable scene in 1969 when he was dominating 
4 tournament leading toward a probable title shot only to 
quit over a dispute about playing conditions. 

He put his famous temperament on hold long enough to 
eam the 1972 challenger’s role and win the world title, only 
to revert right away to a lifestyle even more strange and 
reclusive than before — this time apparently for good 

“By now, even if he did try to come back, there's the 


question of whether he could do it,"* points out Curdo. “I 
don’t think there's any question that he could regain a post 
tion among the world’s top players, but you have to wonder 
ithe could go all the way again. 

“He's 39 now. He always stayed in shape, but a lot would 
depend on whether he has continued to do so. Also how 
much he’s really studied chess in these 10 years. 

As recently as a few years ago there were persistent 
rumors that Fischer might be lured out of retirement for a 
Jucrative match with current champion Anatoly Karpov 
‘who has held the title since winning it by default when Fi 
scher declined to defend in 1975. Figures as high as $5 mil 
lion were tossed around, but nothing ever came of it 

Ironically, Karpov would very much like to play Bobby 
according to the information that filters through to the US 
chess community 

“He feels his reputation will never be as bright as it 
should be as long as Fischer is out there,"’ says Interna: 
tional Master John Peters of Los Angeles. “But of course 


Soviet officials would want no part of such a match even if 
Fischer did. They figure Karpov would have everything to 
lose and nothing to gain. since if he won, people would say it 
was just against a shell 

And in any case, he says, it's all academic at this point 

“There was some hope in the mid-to-late 1970s,"’ Peters 
said recalling the Karpov rumors and various other pro- 
posed matches with Soviet defector Viktor Korchnot, young 


Brazilian star Henrique Mecking, and Yugoslav veteran 
Svetozar Gligoric 

“When he wouldn't even agree to play Gligoric, for st 
million win or lose, in a country he loves, against a friend 


who would agree to just about any conditions, and a player 
who, though good, had very little chance of beating him. 1 
gave up. After he wouldn't do that, it was hard to believe 
any more talk 


While Fischer created his own difficulties in the wake of 
the 1972 championship match, Spassky had to overcome 
some typical Soviet-style problems. An out-of-favor individ. 


ualist who had been tolerated by the party while he held the 
title, he learned how quickly an ex-champion can lose his 
privileges under such conditions. And it soon became ap- 
Parent that as far as chess was concerned, the Soviets 
didn’t think Boris had much chance of regaining the title 
and were already grooming young Karpov for that job 

Refusing to accept this assessment, Spassky has contin: 
ued to play well, and in the three Candidates Tournaments 
held since 1972 he reached the semifinals, finals, and quar- 
terfinals in that order. This time, in attempting to qualify 
for the 1983 tournament, which would lead to the 
championship match the following year, he didn't quite 
make it, losing out by a half point in the qualifying 
tournament 

So the two principals of history's most famous chess 
match have gone their different routes, but the memories of 
the struggle are still vivid for all who followed it — starting 
with Fischer's antics. There were constant squabbles about 
the site, the money, the television cameras, the chairs they 
sat in — you name it. Right up to the last minute, Bobby 
wavered between getting on a plane in New York and 
chucking the whole thing, When he did agree to play, he 
blew the first game via a blunder, then sat in his hotel room 
and forfeited the second one while continuing his argu: 
ments about playing 
conditions 
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That put him down 2-0in 
the 24-game match, but the 
turmoil apparently upset 
Spassky more than it did 
Bobby, and after he re- 
turned for Game 3, Fischer 
methodically destroyed his 
foe, winning seven games 
and drawing 11 against 
only one more loss to pre- 
vail by a decisive 12 8 
score. Naturally the public 
ate it up ~ especially with 
all the US vs USSR aspects and the constant reminders that 
Fischer was becoming the first non-Soviet champion sino 
before World War II 

When Bobby failed to capitalize on all this — either in 
terms of the millions of dollars he could have made or in the 
way he could have helped boost chess in this country — no 
‘one thought much about it for a while. It was a lost opportu- 
nity in both areas, but people sort of shrugged and said, . 

‘That's Bobby.” And if, unlike other champions. he didn’t 
play in any tournaments for a couple of years, he again was 
probably doing things his own way to prepare for his 1975 
title defense. 

Even his long list of demands concerning match condi 
tions seemed standard practice by then. But this time he 
went all the way, and when he couldn't get the changes he 
wanted, he simply forfeited the title 
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Seventh Japanese car, Mitsubishi, beeps for US sales

A “new kid on the block’ joins the six 
Japanese car manufacturers already sell- 
ing cars in the United States, even as the 
badly mauled US auto industry twists arms 
for continuing curbs on the Japanese. 

Mitsubishi Motor Sales of America Inc. 
(MMSA) is selling an upscale line of cars 
under its own flag — that fs, outside the 

Corporation ~ a 2loor sporty 

hatehback, 2door fastback, 4door family 
sedan, and two types of light trucks, one 
with a 2.$-liter turbodiesel engine. 

Ultimately, MMSA will extend its mar- 
keting area nationwide, although its initial 
scope is in 22 major metropolitan areas on 
the East and West Coasts, Florida, and the 
Midwest and Southwest. 

As for the Japanese "volunteer trade 
agreement, now midway through its second

year, Japanese shipments to the US are 
limited to 1,680,000 cars a year. Light trucks 
are not a part of it, although the mini-size 
trucks carry a 25 percent import duty. The 
pact expires next March 31. 

Domestic carmakers not only want to see 
the pact extended for a third year but de- 
mand that an even lower limit be set be- 
cause of continuing poor US car sales. 

The original point behind the voluntary 
agreement — “voluntary” although it came 
about because of severe pressure on Japa- 
nese automakers — was to provide a 
multiyear breathing space for US manufac- 
turers so they could sharpen their competi- 
tive edge vis-t-vis the Japanese. Yet the 
unyielding downturn in car sales has 
plunged the US industry into a worse posi- 
ton than it was in when the Japanese initi- 
ated the curb more than 18 months ago. 

‘Too, while the original intent was to limit 
Japanese car sales to about 17 percent of the

total US car market, the poor showing of the 
domestic makes has, in fact. given the Japa- 
hese carmakers an average 30 percent stake 
inthe US market 

Without the voluntary curb, some ob- 
servers say the Japanese could drive away 
with up to 40 percent of the US market 

Meanwhile, the name is well known, 
that's for sure. After all, the Chrysler Corpo- 
ration has been selling Mitsubishi cars for 
more than 10 years — Dodge Colt, Plymouth 


(although it's called the Plymouth 


Colt in '83), and others. 

The problem was that Chrysler only 
brought in the smaller, lower-priced 
‘Mitsubishi cars so as not to sap sales from 
its own nameplate cars. Also, while its Japa- 
nese competitors — Toyota, Nissan 
(Datsun), Honda, etc. — had found a gold 
mine in the US, Mitsubishi was locked out- 
Side the gate. 

Originally, of course, it was a good deal 
for the company, but only in the beginning. 
In fact, it was a cheap, fast way for 
Mitsubishi to break into the largest auto- 
mobile market in the world — and it got 
cash in the bargain. At the time Chrysler 
bought a 15 percent stake in Mitsubishi Mo- 
tors Corporation (MMC) of Japan. 

But then the Japanese company began to 
squirm, Also, Chrysler was running into tre- 
mendous problems of its own and in the past 
several years has come close to going belly 
up. Mitsubishi car sales fell with the 
fortunes of the US automaker. 

Bringing its annoyance into the open in 
1978, the chairman of MMC, Tomio Kubo, 
told a group of visiting US automotive jour- 
nalists in Tokyo that the Japanese 
was planning to set up its own dealership 
organization in the US and bring in more 
cars. 

In the US a few weeks ago, the MMC 
chairman continued to attack what he called 
“the performance of Chrysler Corporation” 
{in dealing with MMC cars. 

A hard-fought new marketing agreement 
means that Mitsubishi will continue to pro- 
vide Chrysler with cars till 1990 but will also 
market its own higher line of cars. 

‘Mitsubishi, in fact, will finance its ex- 
ports to Chrysler till 1985, a big belp to the 
US carmaker, and will give it additional 
lines of MMC products over the years. 

While none of the cars being sold by 
MMSA will be found in Chrysier-

or Dodge dealerships, the US carmaker isn't 
out of the woods, not by a long shot. The 
Mitsubishi cars, besides vying with the rest 
of the Japanese auto industry, wil) also fight 
tooth and nail against Chrysler's K-cars as 
well as the older Dodge Omni and Plymouth 
Horizon. Eventually, if allowed to step up its 
allotment, the MMSA cars could spell trou- 
ble for the long-troubled US carmaker. 
Even 80, it could be a big help to Chrysler 
‘8s well. Mitsubishi and Chrysler will con- 
tinue to collaborate on future car projects, 
which could, at some point, lead to a jointly 
produced automobile in the US. After all, 
General Motors is talking with Toyota about 
4 jointly built car ina GM assembly plant on 
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the West Coast. GM also owns part of both 
Isuzu and Suzuki, while Ford has a sizable 
piece of Toyo Kogyo, maker of the Mazda 

American Motors and the French gov- 
emmment-owned carmaker, Régie Nationale 
des Usines Renault, are now building a car, 
the Alliance, at the AMC manufacturing 
complex in Kenosha, Wis. 

It cost Mitsubishi $21 million to set up its 
US subsidiary — $14 by Mitsubishi Motors 
Corporation, Tokyo, and $7 million by 
Mitsubishi Corporation itself, head of the 
‘Mitsubishi empire and reportedly some four 
times the size of General Motors. 

Right now there are about 70 Mitsubishi 
new-car showrooms in the US, but ult 
mately the company expects to boost that 
total to around 400: A lot depends on whether 
or not the US Congress clamps curbs on the 
Japanese by requiring local labor and parts 
content in the cars being sold in the US. The 
United Automobile Workers of America Is 
demanding that Congress enact such 
legislation

"Narc” attacks 
marijuana at 


its roots

San Francisco 

‘The “narc raid” is an established feature of American 
crime-fighting lore. And the swift descent of helicopter. 
bore narcotics agents on a marijuana “plantation” has 
taken its place alongside the street-level “‘bust’’ In the 
sometimes theatrical but deadly serious work of drug- 
enforcement agencies. 

For the past week and more, such an airborne drama 
has been played out in the forested hilis of Humboldt 
County in California's coastal north country. The area has 
among the heaviest concentrations in the US of the hemp, 
or cannabis, plants that are the source of marijuana 

Using a light airplane to locate the illegal, hard-to-spot 
“pot farms," officers of the California Bureau of Narcotic 
Enforcement are seizing and burning as much of this 
fall's crop as possible before it can be harvested and sold, 
says Robert Manning, chief of the bureau. A $25,000 grant 
from the US Drug Enforcement Administration is provid- 
‘ing most of the financing, and Mr. Manning indicates the 
raids will continue '‘as long as the money holds out."* 

‘The current effort in northern California is not part of 
the major new anti-marijuana effort announced Sept. 30 
by the Reagan administration. That drive reportedly will 
utilize military helicopters and special state-federal 
strike forces, augmented by National Guard troops, 
against those who produce a US marijuana crop esti- 
mated as worth from $10 billion to $15 billion a year. 

Although he says that as much as 10,000 pounds of 
unharvested marijuana have been seized by armed, ma- 
chete-wielding agents in the past couple of weeks, Jerry 
Smith, director of the California bureau's San Francisco 
office, admits that the effort will only "'scratch the sur- 
face." He points out that most marijuana plantations con- 
tain 100 or tewer individual plants and thus are difficult to 
find 

‘The strategy, Manning explained, is to ‘‘make the risk 
of growing marijuana so high and the lack of return so 
significant as to render it not worth the effort." He added, 
“We're just doing the best we can with what we've got." 

No arrests had been made as of Oct. 20, said Smith, 
although Manning indicated that narcotics officers are un- 
der orders to make arrests where possible. Growers usu- 
ally have plenty of time to hide or flee when the helicopter 
approaches, 

‘The marijuana crops are not being sprayed with the 
controversial herbicide paraquat or any other sustance, 
the California officials said. In fact, paraquat has been 
‘sprayed only once in the US — on a field in Florida. 

As for catching those who are distributing the mari- 
juana, Smith says ‘We haven't been coming across any 
middlemen" in the current raids. 

Reminded that some sources say many of the US mari- 
juana growers are “ordinary people who are not really 
criminal types," Manning said he doesn't see it that way. 
“What they are doing is illegal, and they are criminals.”

Evita’’ made its debut in Boston 
recently, and, if early indications 
mean anything, it should be one of 
the most successful plays here in 
recent history 

The advance notices of the Tony 
award-winning play (best musical 
in 1980) are sure to bring the few 
hesitant theatre-goers out to the 
Shubert Theatre for the produc- 
tion's stay there. Everybody else 
will’ go because this is a truly 
memorable experience 

The story of Dona Marie Eva 
Duarte de Peron, or “Evita,” as she 
was affectionately known to 
thousands of adoring Argentinians 
is a fascinating one, and it is 
presented in an imaginative and 
unforgettable way. 

“Evita” is based on the life of the 
second wife of Argentine dictator 
Juan Peron. It is the astonishing 
story about a girl from the most 
mundane of backgrounds who 
became the most powerful woman 
her country (and, indeed, Latin 
America) had ever seen; a woman 
never content to be a mere or- 
nament at the side of her husband, 
the president 

Her death of cancer in 1952 at the 
age of 33 ensured that she became a 
legend. It is unlikely that even Eva 
Peron could have sustained her 
level of popularity with her beloved 
“descamisados” (the shirtless 
ones) had she lived. 

Peron himself lasted only a 
further three years in power after 
her death, although he did make a 


brief comeback as president in 1973, 
a remarkable achievement which 
sadly did little to solve Argentina’s 
serious economic and_ political 
problems. 

The musical (written by Tim Rice 
and Lloyd Webber, the same team 
that wrote ‘Jesus Christ Super- 
star”) is superbly done, with the life 
of Evita chronicled by Che 
Guevera, who goads and chastises 
Eva Peron throughout the 
production. 

He serves as Argentina's con- 
science, a man who sees through all 
of Evita’s glitter and hype and 
reveals her for what she really was 
— a woman who grabbed for as 
much power as she could, and didn't 
spare anyone’s feelings on her way 
up the ladder 

Despite ail of that, “Evita” 
portrays Eva Peron in an almost 
magical light, as well. Her ac 
complishments were many, and she 
was the darling of her people. 

Derin Altay plays Evita, and 
turns in one of the many fine per- 
formances. Also due their share of 
kudos are R. Michael Baker, as 
Che, and Robb Alton as Juan Peron 

The music is notably good, and 
the choreography and sets are 
fabulous. The Boston production 
was only disappointing in that the 
famous fire-procession scene had to 
be cut out due to the city’s fire laws 

“Evita” is destined to be Boston's 
big theatre happening this season, 
and, although that may mean some 
people will go for ail the wrong
